intelligence coverage oai Bulgaria and South^n Rumania 


X« The more important products of the chemical industry of the 
area south of the Tranaylvanian Alp8> including the southern portion 
of Rumania and the entire area of Bulgaria, are limited in scope. 
They include aj^cadLiaately 25 per cent of the sulfuric acid csgiacity 
of Rumania fipecifioaUy that portion of output produced in the 
oil field area arouiai Hoesti, and the oil field oxygen production. 

The other products of the industry of inxa*tance are jaroduced 
at the recently cosapleted Dimitrovgrad chemical oombine in Bul^riiu 
■where the entire domestic output of sulfuric acid ^ and asmionla 
is laade, ostensibly for u^ in fesrtiliaer manufactux^, but "Hith 
conversicn possible to laarnfacture of explosive materials. 

The area defined Incsludes pro<tiction of lesser irportance of 
fine chmicals, stash as drtigs and pharmceuticals, soip, glperine, 
and some explosives, in Rumania, and in Bulgaria, of "very limitai 
amounts of alkalies, carbides, explosi'ves, soap, glycerine, axid 
pharmaceuticals and drugs. 

2. There has been a fairly small quantily of intelligence 
recei'ved on tlxe area concerned. 

3, ISiile limited in amoiBit, inteHigeme has been received 
fairly itsgularly, -with recent co-verage ccaafined mostly to SO reportc 
and FBIS items. 

It. Quality of inteHlgerwe has varied from fairly reliable, as 
in -toe case of SO reports, to not reliable, as in -the case of PB3S 
information, since Sovie’t-type reporting of production information 
is generally adhered to in radio broadcasts in this area. 

5. No unexploited soutwes of inforaaticai are knovm. 

6. Intelligence coverage of the chemical ItKittstry in the area 
concerned is not considered direly critical in "vicKr of i'ts relati've 
unimportance in cocparison idlth "that of the collect I've So'vlet Orbit. 
The only exceptions Tihich can be taken represent relatively small 
requirements in toms of domestic production, the more irpor-tant 
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being the afoi^3Q®atloned lumaniaa oil field aulftaric acid production 
and the oiriiput of the Diiaitrovgrad ci»Esical oaBbine In Bulgaria.
